NEW YORK, Feb. 16.—Commer­ 
cial aerial navigation became a real­ 
ity in the United States during the 
fast year. The sudden cessation of 
hostilities at the close 
of 
1918 
threw hundreds of airplanes into the 
market and many of these were pur­ 
chased by private companies and re­ 
modeled for commercial use. Air­ 
plane manufacturers, who energies 
had 
been devoted exclusively to 
the making of war machines, also 
turned their attention to the com­ 
mercial possibilities of aircraft and 
have perfected several standard com­ 
mercial types. It is estimated that 
there are more than 2,000 privately 
owned aircraft in the United States. 
Five regular 
passenger 
routes 
were established; the airplane mail 
service, inaugurated. May 15, 1918, 
between New York and Washington 
as an experiment, was extended to 
Cleveland and Chicago and put on 
a definite basis; and scores of pri­ 
vate firms purchased aircraft and 
utilized them for the delivery of 
merchandise and newspapers and for 
conducting aerial forest surveys and 
patrols. 
Still greater strides were made in 
Europe and Australia where there 
are few thickly peopled centers that 
do not boast of regular aerial com­ 
mercial traffic, either by airplant 
or dirigible, or both. The delay in 
the development of aeronautics in 
this country was attributed by the 
Manufacturers Aircraft Association 
today to “the failure of the United 
States government to establish land­ 
ing fields, enact regulatory legisla­ 
tion end adopt oar cm d policy.* 
Inspired by aircraft manufactur­ 
ers, Chambers of Commerce in at 
least 50 cities have undertaken to 
provide municipal landing fields for

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—President Wilson in his “mem­ 
orandum” to the allies concerning their proposed Adriatic 
settlement informed them that the United States might have 
to consider withdrawing the treaty of Versailles from the 
senate if the allies went ahead with their plans without the 
consent of the United States. 
This statement was made officially here today with the 
further statement that the American position was outlined, 
not in the nature of a threat, but as a statement of a situation 
created “not by an act of tile American government, but by 
an act of the British, French and Italian premiers,” which 
would place the United States in the position, if it were a 
party to the treaty of Versailles, of subscribing through the 
treaty to the right of sovereignty and other agreements to 
which it was opposed.

PALO ALTO, Cal., Feb. 16.—All 
Herbert Hoover’s wealth has been 
earned by himself. He was an or­ 
phan arid poor, from early child­ 
hood, and he did not marry money. 
His engineering genius and his 
gift for organizing brought him in­ 
terests in mines in England, Aus­ 
tralia, Africa, China, India, Alaska 
and South America, as well ae in 
the United States. 
During the Boxer rebellion in Chi­ 
na, he was technically owner of all 
the mines in the country. The gov­ 
ernment feared the Boxers would 
seize the mines, bo had title to all 
of them made out in the name or 
Hoover. Daring the siege of Tien- 
Tsin, he withstood a long barricade 
by the rebels, and manned a ma­ 
chine gun in the fighting. He could 
easily have left the beseiged terri­ 
tory, but stayed. Mrs. Hoover stayed 
with him. 
Worked in England. 
Hoover was in London, when the 
war broke out. The city immediately 
became the headquarters of Ameri­ 
cans frantic to get home, but with­ 
out money. Hoover gave up his 
private enterprises and undertook 
the relief of these Americans, per­ 
suading banks and fellow-country­ 
men with money to advance loans 
to get them < home. 
When Belgian refugees began to 
flock into England, Hoover took 
charge of providing for them, too. 
His handling of the situation result­ 
ed in the demand for him to take 
charge of food in Belgium, and this 
led to his appointment as food ad­ 
ministrator for the United States. 
Hoover's ability to choose compe­ 
tent assistants, give them work they 
were fitted for and hold them re­ 
sponsible for results, to said to be 
one of his great assets. 
Worries Over Poor. 
During his food administration | 
Hoover never made a cheap appeal I 
to the people. He always made a I 
frank honest statement, and relied I 
upon the intelligent patriotism of | 
the Americans. Consequently, when j 
Hoover said a certain thing was I 
needed, nobody questioned it. He ] 
had the voluntary cooperation of the I 
people, thereby saving the govern­ 
ment the necessity of making a re­ 
quisition on certain foods. 
No publicity is ever given Hoov­ 
er’s philanthropies. It is known that 
he often gives large sums to char­ 
ities, however,. He is a strong be­ 
liever in organized charity, but it 
is said he never can turn away a 
beggar. “He is 
always 
worrying 
about the poor" says one of his 
friends. 
Herbert Hoover has one brother, 
Prof. Theodore J. Hoover, head of 
the course in mining at Stanford 
university, and one sister, Mrs. May 
Leavitt, who lives in Arizona.

SAGE BOOMED FOR 
GOVERNOR OF N. Y. 


The other day Senator Smootv the Mormon legislator from 
Utah, rose up in the senate and exhibited a book containing 
all the speeches on the peace treaty that had been made in 
the senate. 
The book contained 7,000 pages, or about 73 
pages for each member of the senate. It is said to have con­ 
tained about 8,000,000 words. 
The senator from Utah de­ 
nounced the extravagance of language because it entailed 
an inexcusable waste of print paper. 
If Senator Smoot had looked behind those speeches, he 
would have found that partisan politics was responsible for 
nearly every speech contained in his mammoth book. 
He 
would have found that nearly all the speeches are made 
around five questions and that each of those five questions 
was raised simply that partisan senators might cater to for­ 
eign elements of our population and thereby secure their 
votes. 
The biggest battle of all, perhaps, was over the Shantung 
award. 
Shantung was seized by Germany when McKinley 
was president, John Hay was secretary of state, and Henry 
Cabot Lodge was a senate leader. 
Neither McKinley nor 
Hay nor Lodge made any protest. 
The peace treaty simply 
gave to Japan such rights and priviliges as Germany had 
enjoyed in Shantung for more than twenty years. 
Moreover, 
the allies had a solemn pledge from Japan that she would 
surrender those rights and privileges to China in a very short 
time. 
But those senators who had remained silent while 
Germany was exploiting China began a hysterical attack on 
the Shantung proviso. 
They did it because there is a bitter 
prejudice against Japan in the Pacific States and they wanted 
to capitalize that prejudice for political purposes. 
If that 
prejudice against Japan did not exist, there would have been 
nothing said about Shantung. 
In taking the part of Italy against Jugo-Slavia the part­ 
isans were still playing the political game. 
Notwithstanding 
every allied nation had promised the South Slavs a port on the 
Adriatic, the partisans knew that tens of thousands of Italians 
vote in American elections and that it would be good politics 
to cater to that vote, lf tens of thousands of Jugo-Slavs voted 
in our elections instead of so many Italians, the partisan sen­ 
ators would have gone to the ditch fighting for Jugo-Siavia. 
Thousands of Greeks vote in the Atlantic states. 
The 
Bulgar vote is negligible. 
Consequently we see our partisan 
senators fighting for the Grecian claims to Thrace as opposed 
to the Bulgarian claims. ~ While Greece should have Thrace 
as a matter of right, the partisan senators are supporting 
Greece simply as a matter of politics. 
The Greeks have 
votes in America—the Bulgars do not. 
The appeal for Ireland is not based on Ireland's age-old 
struggle for freedom. 
It is based on a clear recognition of 
the fact that Ireland has a large voting population in the 
United States. Irish independence is no more deserving than 
the independence of Poland or Czechoslovakia. It is argued 
that the adoption of the covenant would militate against the 
freeing of Ireland. The failure of the covenant will certainly 
endanger, if not insure the early downfall of Poland and 
Czechoslovakia. 
The difference is that the Irish vote far 
out numbers the combined vote of the Poles and Czechs. 
When Knox and Bora)! inveigh against the “murderous 
peace imposed on Germnay,” they are simply making a shame­ 
less play for the German vote. They recognize the solidarity 
of that vote. 
They deliberately sacrifice what self respect 
they may have possessed in a brazen effort to curry favor 
with the Hun. They do not love the Hun. They simply cqvet 
his vote. 
If one has time to study the speeches thus far delivered 
in the senate against the covenant, he will easily be able to 
deduce the following facts: 
I. Where any nation effected 
by the covenant has a large voting strength in the states, that 
nation’s interests have been warmly advocated by the partisan 
senators. 2. Where any nation effected by the covenant has 
a negligible voting strength in the states, that nation's inter­ 
ests are ignored by the partisans in the senate. 8. Where two 
nations effected by the covenant have conflicting interests, the 
interest of the nation having the greater voting strength in the 
states is warmly supported by the partisans in the senate. 4. 
Fewer than a dozen senators have baaed their opposition to the 
covenant on any ground other than the interest of some for­ 
eign nation with a large voting strength in the states.

Bridegrooms are worrying ae to 
how they shall figure their income 
tax. A constant stream of inquiries 
from the newlyweds is reaching the 
Internal Revenue officials. In many 
of these cases both the bride and 
groom were employed up to the 
wedding date; 
and the principal 
point on which advice is asked is 
to whether the bride's income must 
be shown on the groom's return. 
The answer as given by the In­ 
ternal Revenue men is that all of 
the earnings and other income of 
both the bride and the groom for 
the year 1919 must be considered, 
even if it was all spent on trous­ 
seau, diamonds, wedding trips, and 
bonbons. The fact that they were 
married on or before December 31 
joins them for tho whole year, so 
far as income tax is concerned. 
A bride of 1919 is in duty bound 
to figure up her income and to add 
it to hubby's 1919 earnings to de­ 
termine whether an income tax re­ 
turn is required. If the total was 
$2,000 or more, a return mast be 
made; in which case both bride and 
groom may file separate returns, or 
may file a joint return. The lattter 
method is preferred by the collectors 
unless the aggregate net income of 
both husband and wife is $5,000 or 
over. 
And they aU want to know wheth­ 
er, although married only part of 
the year 1919, they are entitled to 
claim full exemption as a married 
couple. The answer is a decided yes; 
they are aUowed $2,000 pins $200 
for each dependent who is under 
18 or who, through age, defect, etc., 
is incapable of self-support. This ex­ 
emption may bo split in any pro­ 
portions on the separate return eof 
husband and wife, if they file that 
way. 
"And remember that March 15 is 
the final date for filing returns and 
paying income taxes," is the warn­ 
ing that the Revenue men add to 
the above advice.

Gloucester while the army conduct­ 
ed a coast airplane patrol between 
New York and New Port News, Va. 
One of the strangest uses for 
which the airplane is being consider­ 
ed is the spreading of the gospel in 
the Congo states of Africa. A large 
American manufacturer received a 
request for prices from the Congo 
mission of the Church of the Disci­ 
ples of Christ, which proposed to 
replace steam launches with fly­ 
ing boats, the plan has not yet been 
carried into effect. Airplanes and 
spare parts, valued at several hun­ 
dred thousand dollars, were recent­ 
ly sold by American manufacturers 
to French interests, who are plan­ 
ning airplane commercial routes in 
the Orient. Delivery of the material 
has begun. 
In Europe three Euglish compan­ 
ies maintain regular passenger and 
parcel post service between London 
and Paris and London and Brussels. 
On one of the trips a grand piano 
was carried from a London store to 
its customer in France by airplane. 
In accordance with (British aircraft 
regulations, adopted last April, pi­ 
lots of these commercial craft are 
examined, physically and technically, 
and licensed bf the government, 
landing fields and prominent points 
along the

are 
distinctly 
marked, standard signals are used 
and regular air lanes are followed. 
Two French companies carry pas­ 
sengers on sightseeing tours over 
the battle lines and there is a reg­ 
ular service between 
Paris 
and 
Brussels and some of

French cities. Merchandise carried 
on the first mail service between 
Paris and Geneva was established 
last May when a Swiss aviator made 
the trip of 250 miles in 5 1-2 hours, 
including 30 
minutes 
spent 
on 
French soil as a result of a forced 
landing in the fog. London. Man­ 
chester, Paris and Berlin ewspapers 
are successfully employing airplanes 
in the delivery of their publications. 
Zeppelins as well as airplanes 
have been used extensively for com­ 
mercial purposes in Germany. Al­ 
though little is known of German 
aviation development during 
the 
past few months, it is reported that 
several long air routes, including 
one from Berlin to London via Paris 
or Brussels, and another from Ber­ 
lin to Constantinople, via Vienna, 
will be put into operation during the 
coming year. 
Commercial aerial 
service 
has 
been put into operation between Jo­ 
hannesburg and Cape Town, South 
Africa. Australia already has estab­ 
lished a 
trans-continental 
route 
from Sydney to Port Darwin on the 
north coast. A distance of 2,550 
miles, with stopping points every 
300 or 400 miles. Experimental com­ 
mercial aerial journeys of more than 
1.000 miles also have been made 
from Calcutta to other points of In­ 
dia and regular routes are now un­ 
der consideration. 
A British company was organised 
last June with a capital of many 
millions of dollars for the establish­ 
ment 
of 
airship 
lines 
virtually 
around the earth. Airships of 3,000,- 
000 cubic feet capacity, nearly twice 
as large as the British dirigible 
R-34, the first lighter than air craft 
to cross the Atlantic, are contem­ 
plated. These airships would1 be 
able to carry 15 tons of passengers 
and freight end have a cruising ra­ 
dius of 4,500 miles at a speed of 
60 miles an hour. 
A route from London to New 
York will be the first to be pat 
into operation, if the company's 
plans are carried out Lord North­ 
cliff© recently predicted that the 
time was not far distant when Lon­ 
don morning papers delivered by air­ 
plane would be sold in New York 
on the same evening, allowing for 
the difference in time. 
If Congress adopts the extensive 
programs planned for the arms 
navy and postoffice air services,

SHIP LOSSES OH 
THE GREAT LAKES 
SOMETHING AWFUL 


INTRODUCING SASKATCHEWAN

By the Associated Press 
CLEVELAND, O., Jan. 6.—Nine­ 
teen ships, sixteen steamers and 
three barges were lost on the Great 
Lakes during the season just closed 
and seventy four lives were lost on 
boats 
that 
foundered 
or 
were 
pounded to pieces, the greatest life 
and property loss on the lakes since 
1913 when 29 vessels, valued at 
33,313,000 and 254 lives were lost, 
most of them in the big gales that 
swept the lakes from Nov. 9 to l l , 
including “Black Friday** six years 
ago.* 
The greatest loss of life during 
the past ‘season was when the steam­ 
ers John Owen with a crew of 23 
and the steamer Myron with seven­ 
teen men went down, Doth on Lake 
Superior. Nineteen lives were lost 
when the passenger steamer City of 
Muskegon hit the Pier st Muskegon 
and pounded tq pieces. The steamer 
Homer Warren' was lost on Lake 
Ontario with* a crew of nine and 
seven lives were lost on “the barges 
Dundurn and Quebec were wrecked 
on Lake Erie and at Port Colborne. 
The greatest property loss during 
the past season was on the steamer 
D. R. Hanna, which was sunk in 
Lake Huron last May in a collision 
with another steamer. The Hanna, 
which had a carrying capacity of 
more than 10,000 tons, had a cargo 
of about 330,000 bushels of wheat 
when she went down. She was in­ 
sured fur $340,000. 
The boats that were lost in 1919 
were valued at 31,336,000, the D. R. 
Hanna being the only modern ship 
lost during the season, the tonnage 
of the other lost ships ranging from 
500 to 4,200.

CHICAGO, Feb. 17.— House short­ 
age throughout the country has be­ 
come so acute that between one mil­ 
lion and two million home are need­ 
ed to take care of the population, 
according to speakers at the Nation­ 
al Conference on Concrete Housing 
Construction, which opened a three- 
day session here today. 
The conference was called espec­ 
ially to deal with the shortage of 
homes which has Increased rent­ 
als by lepps and bounds. Speakers 
declared 
that

everywhere 
the newcomer was unable to find a 
home for his family and that as a 
result, industrial concerns in man­ 
ufacturing cities are lairing out sub­ 
divisions and building homes for 
their employes, but that only the 
universal resumption of 
activities 
wth concentration on home build­ 
ing will bring about a solution. 
The conference is participated in 
by contractors, architects, manufac­ 
turers, building associations, town 
planners,
